T h o se of W a r sh ip s lin in g tn C arls Expo- 
aition I n j u r e d on t h e W ay . 
Washington, April ll .—Rear Admir­ 
al Hichborn©, Chief naval constructor, 
has Is'cti informed that eleven valuable 
models of American warship© were sc 
non,-dv injured during their transporta 
lion from New York to Havre on th* 
converted cruiser Prairie 
All the mod 
el- shipped are valued at $100,000 and 
the officer* of the Prairie were directed j 
to take special precaution* to prevent I 
their injury. 
The models, enclosed in glass cases, 
were packed in wooden I»OKes and wen1 
■towed by the seamen of the Prairie in J 
her hold. Apparently there was iniprop-;
